E.N.Y. Athletic 
Field Dedicated 


The East New York combination soccer field and baseball diamond was 
formally dedicated on September 30, in a ceremony that featured the music 
and marching of the band and color guard, and the kicking out of the first 
ball by Principal Edward N. Wallen. The soccer team then made the after¬ 
noon a completely glorious one by defeating a strong Bushwick squad 2-1. 

The opening of the field which, like the adjacent playground, was built 
under the auspices of the New York City Tunnel Authority, had been de¬ 
layed for more than a year because several areas needed resodding. During 
this period the E.N.Y. varsity baseball team yearned for the day when they 
could use their big league baseball diamond, complete with professional 
backstop and five-tier bleachers surrounding home plate. They will finally 
have their day this spring, but it is Mr. Norman Corsun’s newly formed 
soccer team that is benefiting now. The soccer field is laid out across the 

outfield of the baseball diamond, and 
it is now complete with sturdy iron

mechanical drawing, pattern making, 
and machine shop. Mr. Rosen is in 
charge of the pattern making, and Mr.

This course trains the boys to take 
their place in industry as engineering 
aides. If a boy decides to attend an 
engineering college instead of going 
directly into industry after gradua¬ 
tion, he has been prepared by this 
course to do so.

In an interview, Mr. Bischof, who 
is the director of the course, stated 
that the boys have shown a good deal 
of enthusiasm and interest in the 
course thus far. These good results 
indicate that a lot of planning and 
effort have been given to this course. 
Mr. Bischof also said that in time 
it is expected that this course will 
get New York State recognition. This 
means that the standing of our school 
will be raised. If the state does rec¬ 
ognize this course, the boy who is 
eligible for graduation has an oppor¬ 
tunity to take a six hour state ex¬ 
amination which, if he passes will 
qualify him for a New York State 
diploma. This diploma is of great 
value. 

This course means a lot of hard 
work on the part of the student, but 
the end results are well worth the 
many hours of work.

Top Movie Critics 
Reviewed by “Press” 

On October 6, in a reversal of the customary procedure, the eight top 
movie critics of the leading New York newspapers were reviewed by the 
“press.” 

The press was represented by approximately three hundred school re¬ 
porters from the New York metropolitan area. This conference was a rare 
opportunity for the young reporters because it gave them a chance to get 
some first hand information on the job of a movie critic. 

Mr. Arthur Mayer, famed exhibitor, lecturer, and author acted as mod¬ 
erator at the meeting. He introduced the panel of critics, who were: Paul 
Beckley, Herald-Tribune ; Archer Winsten, New York Post ; Rose Pelswick, 
Journal American ; Leo Mishkin, Morning Telegraph ; Justin Gilbert, New 
York Mirror ; Bosley Crowther, New York Times ; Kate Cameron, Daily 
News ; and Alton Cook, New York World Telegram and Sun . 

These critics have often met, in private, to voice their opinions, but this 
was the first time they had met in^ 
public for this purpose.

Our Guidance Department is always 
seeking to help us arrive at the an¬ 
swers to these questions and many 
more. To receive this help, you must 
visit your guidance adviser on your 
own initiative. When you are with 
your adviser you should not be shy, 
because your adviser is trying to help 
you answer your problems. Get help 
early if you need it. 


Panel Answers Questions 
The panel was asked many ques¬ 
tions by the young reporters. Per¬ 
haps the most important question 
asked them was, “On what basis do 
you form your opinion of a movie?” 
The answers given were varied, but 
most of the panelists found that there 
were two questions which they always 
asked themselves after seeing a par¬ 
ticular movie. These questions were: 
“Will the public enjoy seeing this 
movie?” and “Did I enjoy the movie 
and feel entertained by it?” These are 
similar to the questions we would ask 
ourselves when called upon by a 
friend to give an opinion of a movie. 
The movie critic then, to some extent 
does the same as you or I when giv¬ 
ing an opinion of a movie. The differ¬ 
ence is that years of schooling and 
experience go into the making of a 
good critic. During these years a 
critic acquires a sense of discrimina¬ 
tion which few have at our age. 


At the close of the conference Alton 
Cook was asked what his advice to a 
young reporter interested in becom¬ 
ing a critic would be. He suggested 
trying to get on an out of town news¬ 
paper, because New York newspapers 
do not offer too many opportunities. 
“Above all else,” he advised, “finish 
your education and follow along on 
your vocation and hobbies.” This 
seems to be the formula for success 
no matter what the field!

new life. It seems that a person al¬ 
ways gets the opposite of what he 
wants out of the Army. 1 was sent to 
Ft. Penning, Georgia, for eight weeks 
of basic training. I spent another 
eight weeks at Ft. Chaffee, Arkansas, 
in Automotive School. I was then sent 
to Ft. Polk, Louisiana, and assigned 
to an Evacuation Hospital. An Eva¬ 
cuation Hospital is a combat field 
unit. It was assigned there as an 
auto-mechanic. 

I did my job to the best of my 
ability. I had never known what an 
auto engine looked like until I went to 
Automotive School. In case of any 
emergency in near by towns or cities 
my outfit is sent out to help. It may 
be a distress situation brought about 
by a hurricane, tornado, or flood. We 
set up our dispensaries and take care 
of the sick and injured people. We 
work side by side with the Red Cross. 
Each month my outfit goes out in the 
field and sets up a real combat hos¬ 
pital. Nurses and doctors are assigned 
with us. We are fully equipped with 
every means of medical treatment, 
from drugs to X-Rays and surgery. 
We operate under any condition; rain 
or shine. It's rough at times but with 
plnty of teamwork and cooperation 
we get a job done well. My outfit can 
operate a 400 bed hospital under nor¬ 
mal conditions and feed 1000 people 
a day. It y s a good outfit and Vm very 
proud to serve with them.

Walter Lord’s “Day of Infamy” 
traces in brilliant detail the human 
drama of the attack at Pearl Harbor. 
Mr. Lord acquired his information 
from facts he uncovered by exclusive 
interviews with members of the Jap¬ 
anese attacking force. He spent hours 
with Americans who received the 
blow, poured over charts, letters, files 
and over 25,000 pages of testimony. 

“Day of Infamy” deals with the 
great amount of planning and effort 
by the Japanese before the attack. 
It describes the attackers and their 
feelings before the attack, as well as 
the reactions of many of the victims. 
It also records the inresponsible acts 
of some American officers, which help¬ 
ed give the Japanese a greater vic¬ 
tory. 

During the battle everything hap¬ 
pened very quickly. Because of this 
it took a long time for the American 
fighting force to get organized. Many 
obstacles prevented the men from 
getting to their weapons. In one inci¬ 
dent a supply officer took a firm 
stand. He refused to issue any .30- 


caliber machine guns without a stub 
requisition. This goes to prove that 
people who are used to doing things 
in a certain way in peace time often 
cannot realize that things should be 
handled differently in an emergency. 

Throughout the book Mr. Lord has 
actual photographs of the bombing of 
Pearl Harbor. These photographs 
were taken from Japanese army rec¬ 
ords after the war. They show Japa¬ 
nese crewmen cheering the attacking 
planes on their way, the beginning of 
the attack, a marine crew-firing back 
at raiders with rifles, the Japanese 
air attack meeting a wall of anti¬ 
aircraft fire from Pearl Harbor shore 
batteries, and destroyers “Cassin” 
and “Downes” after their destruction. 
These are but a few of the many 
dramatic photographs that will re¬ 
peatedly inspire you. 

Walter Lord brings you the story 
of Pearl Harbor with the same rest¬ 
less search for truth—the same devo¬ 
tion to facts that made “A Night To 
Remember,” his best-selling account 
of the Titanic, one of the truly mem¬ 
orable books of the decade.
